Now look at what has happened. In 
effect the American wheat seller has 
20M he claim pn London to the 
American Linen buyer.

Across the Auantic 

On the other side of the Atlantic a 
similar drama is being enacted, The 
English wheat buyer who gent his bill 
of exchange to America had to buy it 
from a bank. He has paid for ‘t, say 
206 pounds (the equivalent, 
weight of $1,000) and the bank 
could gell it to him because it expect- 
ed some one to come along who had 
Sold goods to the United States and 
would have an Amorican credit for 
$1,000, or the equivalent of 206 
pounds, thet he wanted to turn into 
cash in England. And sure enough 
along comes the Englishman who has 
sold linen to America and wants to 
know whether the bank will buy hs 
claim on America. The bank ig only 
too glad to buy the claim, for it has 
a'ready sold one that it did .ot have 
The bank hes already obtained from 
the English wheat buyer the money 
to buy the claim. 

Foreign exchange {s in essence and 
purpose a process of settling inter- 
national claims on your own side cf 
the water. The only things that 
have crossed the Atlantic in this four- 
cornered transaction (if we leave the 
banks out of it) are bills of exchange. 
No money has crossed. Money has 
changed hands only within both 
America and England.

Premier Stewort and Dr. Tory were - 
speakers at Monday afternoon's ses- 
sion of the conference. The premier 
saw great possibilities for good in the 
Alberta Industrial Development asse- 
ciation. Such an _ organization, fle 
said, would largely promote research 
work. While agriculture was st'll 
the basic industry of the West, there 


ere great possibilities in the unex- 
plored natural resources of the 
country. 


“And you can be a mirhty forcein 
the development of these resources,” 
Premier Stewart declared, The coal} 
mining Industry of Alberta, under 
much cons‘deration at this time, 
should be supp'ying w'th fuel the two 
Western provinces to the east of us, 


the premier considered We badly 
need manufacturing projects which 
can stand on their own feet and 


there are hundreds of other indigent 
ealls being made by the province at 
the present time. 

So long as the assoctation almed at 
obtaining legitimate enterprise for 
the West, the government of Alberta 
wou'd stand ready to back ‘ts activ- 
ity, sald Premier Stewart. The pos- 
s'bil'ties were immense and the pro- 
vincial government, in the matter of 
research work, would continue to 
support the University of Alberta and 
the association tn its labors. 

The address resulted {n A. Mahaf- 
fy, Calgary, expressing apprec ation 
of what the government had done in 
the past for the deye'opment of the 
natural resources of this province and 
a resolution, moved by George W 
Craig of Calgary, seconded by Dr. 
Chrystal of Carstairs, that the prov- 
ince be requested to carry on its 
work extending Its efforts into a re- 
search of the possibilities of hydro- 
electric proposa's. 

Dr. Tory Speaks 

President M. A. Brown, of the Al- 
berta Industrial Development  asso- 
cation, opened the afternoon session 
Monday by Introducing Dr. H, M. 
Tory, president of Alberta University 
and chairman of the advisory board 
of the bureau of research. Dr, Tory 
dwelt at some length on the diMculty 
of research and of getting the gen- 
eral public into touch with actual 
facts concerning natural resources, 
He quoted the case of the gas discov- 
ery near th¢ city, which had been in- 
vestigated by a member of the fac- 
ulty of the university. H's report 
was quoted as being the most com- 
plete report whioh had ever been 
made on a gas well, This informa- 
tion had been placed at the disposal 
of the olty council, and the speaker 
paid that he believed this report had 
remained in a pigeon-hole ever since, 

The reason was because he did not 
report the quality of gas some ex- 
pected and for the fact that there 
was some personal opposition to the 
company concerned, 

Dr. Tory went at some length tnto 
the difficulty which men doing re- 
search meet with. He quoted for ex- 
ample the difficulty that acientifio 
men sometimes meet tn getting their 
actual expenses to attend selentifio | 
conventions and meetings. He quote | 
ed the example of Newton and Fara- 
day, great sc entists, who did not 
think thelr wonderful findings worthy | 
of publication, Faraday's discovery ) 
in electricity had resulted in an tn- 
vestment of 600,000,000 pounds in| 
one year. | 

The whole trend of the speaker's 
argument was the difficulty of keep- 
ing up interest in research because it 
did not always bring immediate re- 
wuts He referred to the help and 
support given to German scientists 
and the results which they had ob- 
tained He quoted the example of a 
German scientist whom he had met 
who showed him many discoveries-~ 
never before published-——but = whioh 
had been used in industry of that 
country for years previously, 

The speaker said that universities 
had two dutlies--one, the dimeminat- 
ing of knowledge and the discovering 
of new facts, 

Speaking of research In agrioulture, 
Dr. Tory sald that 1f the work of this 
yoar was equal to that of last year, 
the saving to the farmer would pay 
for the expenres of the university for 
years, There were three men of the
